IS FAINT LIGHT IN A MUDDLE

Comprehensive and Generous Reform Is
Needed to Render the Public-School
System Worthy of This Ctiy

HE school loan has failed again.

The underpaid employes of the Board
of Education are to recelve gpome small
monetary nald.

This apparent conflict of results is thor-
oughly typleal of the clumsiness, the inde-
cision, the wrangling, the cross-purposes
revealed in what has been flutteringly called
n “‘campaign'’ to secure . justice for the
teachers of 1*hiladelphin.

Mr. Tite Baroacle, of the circumlocu-
tion offive, has undergone a most remark-
able series of manifestations, e hax sym-
bolieally appeared as the Board of Educa-
tion, conservative often to the pbint of
inanition. He has personified the publie
loath to mssume financial responsibilities.
He has even in some degree  paralyzed
progress by groups of teachers unable to
agree upon the nature of measures for their
own relief. And at an earlier stage his
warped soul jnspired the conventional do-
nothing policy in the Legislature of enn-
sylvania,

The tangle of errors ix indeed so iotricate
that the appartionment of blame in any ex-
clusive direction is volonerable to the charge
of injustice and bins. The meager and
temporary assistance at last in prospect for
the teachers touches ouly the edge of a situ-
ation stupldly muddled and thickened with
negleet.

At the top of the schoo! system of 'enn-
sylvanin there stands, it is true, a compe-
tent official, a brond-minded and energetic
exeeutive, Doctor Finoegan, But to a con-
siderable extent he is 8 workmnn without
tonls, In view of the enorwons upward
drive of costs of Tiving and, indeed, 8 com-
plete revolution in the economic seale the
state appropriations for the schools are mis-
veably insuffeient,

In Philadelphia alone many schoolhouses
are hopelessly inadequate ; some are insani-
tary : others uusafe. Usable structures are
overerowded, Duilding on a large seale is
necessary to bring the physieal conditions
of the school system in this eity up to date,

Doctor Garber hins resigned as superin-
tendent of seliools here. No guccessor has
been appointed,  Doctor IMavey's incumb-
roncy of the presidency of the Central High
School is temporary and the case is compli-
cated by Dr., Robert Ellis Thompson®s sujt
in protest of the retirement rule,

Neares of teachers have rosigoned sipee
September 1 to secure  positions  paying
fairer wnges, Had not the =tate and city
henlth " authorities threutened to intervene
the system of anuual physical fuspection of
the school pupils wonld be in chaos, Doe-
tor Furbush and Doector  Martin - were
headed only after their warnings were about
to assume practical shape.

The Bward of Fducation can quite truth-
fully retalinte that it is poor, that it has
boen asked to gecomplsh fmpossibilities to
buy school books to acvommodate thousands
of new pupils, to take decent care of the
to build new ones, to pay
the teachers properiy and to remain solvent
simultaneously. Under existing conditions
such  eomprehensive reform s, of
imposeible, however badly needed.

The fundamental responsibility and the
fundamental duty rest upon the dispensers
of state funds at Ilarrisburg, There will
come before the session in January no mord
fwportant obligation than the restoration
of the school system of this city aod the
wholg commuonwealth to  health and the

Half measures will no longer suffice, Not
only should the appropriations be generous
nud econsonant with aew conditious of life
and Inbor, but administrative revision must
ensne.

QUAKERS AND THE LEAGUE

PPPOBITION by the international confer-

ence of Friends in London to the League
of Nations in its present form, reported by
Dr. Willlam 1. Hull, of S8warthmore, who
was a participant in the rexslons of the con-
ference, should be interesting to DPhiladel-
phin. The Quakers of this community have
been doing mgrent service In Europe. Their
consistent attitude of compassion and for-
bearunee in a time when most of the world
was filled with passion and batred was &
reassurance to every one who, even in the
years of conflict; stopped to remember that
nothing violent van endure, It is for that
reasan that words of denunciation coming
from the Friends in'London have a strange
gound. And it is only falr to suppose that
antagonism to the present plans for the
Lengue of Nations expressed at the London
conferenee  is  reflective pnot mo much of
Quaker sentiment generally but of liberal
opinion in England, where the inconsisten-
ectes of France and other allied countries
have been sharply apparent and resented
with great bitterness,

France has been accused of a desire to
boss the Continent, yet there is good ground
for the opposite belief that France, through
her activities in oland and elgewhere, s
merely weting for the time being in self-
defense.  DBut ix France not to be more
greatly trusted than the German junkers?
Did modern France ever start invasions into
friendly vountries? Were they not even un-
ready for the German onslaught? Are they
not to be trusted further than the desperate
and eruel minority that boasts In Russia of
a contempt for agreements made upon honor?
No one can deny that there are groups in
Furope who, if they are permitted to do so,
will use the power and the mechanisms of
# League of Nations for their own particular
purposex, HBut to take these groups too seri-
ously is to reckon without a regard for the
restraining foree of public opinion that is
now  being asserted in pew ways every-
where,

Wise observers have ceased to ho wori-
ously concerned about Tussian bolshevism
or its futile imitators in Italy. They are
looking to the future when the defeated
masses in all countries, left prostrate by the
vollapse of these new experiments in oppres-
sion, may be ot the merey of the strongest
adventurers. Wha then will keep the peace
aod protect human liberty and put a check
on militarism and the forves that encourage
it Will not the drifting nations drift natu-
rally into the alliances of their own, without
any of the restraints contemplated in the
Paris plan? The League of Nationx as it
is wow comiog into beipg is not a perfect
thing. Iut when vou“put It aside no way
seems open but the way to chaos,
